The East Jordan City Council, solidly in favor of a 
Downtown Development Authority, listened to both 
supporters and detractors of the proposed ordinance 
at a Dec. 14 hearing. 

Many business owners and residents affected by the 
DDA took the opportunity to voice their opinions. 
Several who could not attend sent letters. 

There was an obvious division between east and 
west-side property owners. 

Many east-side and downtown businesses seemed 
to be in support of the new DDA, while west-side 
owners wondered what it could do for them, other 
than cost more in taxes. 

“A DDA is an investment to stop the trend of 
declining property values,” explained mayor pro tem 
Greg Chappuies, who conducted the meeting. 

Chappuies repeatedly emphasized that he believes 
all East Jordan property owners will benefit from the 
revitalization of the blighted downtown area. 

Newly elected council member Brian Sweetagreed. 

“We'll see increased traffic to this town because of 
a better downtown,” he said. 

But several west-side owners remained 
unconvinced. 

“How can you support this and not hold back 
development ofthe west side?” asked Jim Donaldson. 
“When are we gonna stop paying for a dead horse?” 

The objections were based on the inclusion of west- 
side businesses and residences in the DDA zone. 

Several persons suggested that the west side is 
being used as a source of revenue for revitalization of 
the east side, with no benefits for the west.

City Superintendent Bob Johnson denied the charge. 

“From the start, projects will be proposed for both 
sides of the river. This isn’t about east against west,” 
he said. 

Bob Malpass, manager of the marina, also spoke. 

“It’s a shame the first thing visitors see are the 
deteriorating downtown buildings. If the downtown 
were improved, we would get more repeat traffic at 
the marina.” 

“If the marina were full because there was some- 
thing to do in EJ, all would benefit,” said Jordan 
Valley Pharmacy owner Debbie Chappuies. ““We’re 
glad to see the city willing to reciprocate in our 
investments in the downtown.” 

Another point of contention are the residential areas 
included in the DDA zone. 

Glendora Gettel wondered why her home should be 
included She was told that as part of an office- 
professional zoned waterfront area, she has the option 
to develop a business at the site. 

“If that area were left out of the DDA zone it could 
still be developed commercially, gaining benefits of 
the DDA without contributing,” said councilman 
Chappuies. 

Chappuies explained that the ad hoc committee 
designed the boundaries and wanted to include all 
waterfront property and the parks in the district. 

The council did decide to reconsider the inclusion 
of residential blocks to the DDA zone, though. 

“I’m 100 percent in favor of the DDA, but let’s 
either exclude the residential or take the whole town,” 
said council member Russ Gee.

“Does “untaxing” yourself sound too good to be 
true? It is! Today's “untaxing” packages contain false 


information that if followed, could result in a huge © 


financial burden for many years to come,” said IRS 
district director John Hummel. 

“People who followed advice on “untaxing” them- 
selves are how paying back taxes, penalties and 
inteArest. Some had their assets seized, and others 
faced crimifial prosecution. They got a lot more than 
they bargaified for.” Hummel said. 

“Let me give you some examples: In July, a Wayne 
County businessman had all five of his muffler shops 
for not paying taxes, after he followed advice on how 
to “untax” himself. Another 11 individuals around the 
state were indicted this year for failing to file tax 
retums. Ten of those pled guilty and the other was 
found guilty after a jury trial. Four are currently 
serving jail time and the others will be sentenced 
soon,” he said. 

Taxpayers can tell the difference between legiti- 
mate financial advice and tax protestor claims.

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Claim: Paying income taxes is voluntary, and no 
civil or criminal penalties will result if not paid. 

Fact: As citizens, we voluntarily comply with the 
law of the land - from following traffic signals to 
paying taxes. If you fail to live within the guidelines 


- of these laws, whether it’s running a red light or 


failing to pay taxes, you will be penalized. The Inter- 
nal Revenue Code and regulations clearly outline 
filing requirements. People may voluntarily calculate 
their tax liability. However, the obligation to pay is 
not optional.

Claim: IRS employees do not have to pay taxes, 
why should you? 

Fact: IRS employees are subject to the same laws 
and rules as any other U.S. citizen and must file and 
pay all taxes timely. 

“Tax protestors often claim they don’t pay taxes 
and haven’t for years. We know at least one person in 
western Michigan who is currently promoting the 
“untaxing” packages and just happens to be paying all 
taxes due,” said Hummel. 

“We are very familiar with these, and other, tax 
protestor schemes,” said Hummel. “Some border on 
outright fraud. However, the First Amendment guar- 
antees the right of free speech to all — even these 
shysters,” Hummel said. “But I want to wam law- 
abiding taxpayers that no court in the United States 
has ever accepted any of the arguments that protestors 
use. Claiming to dissolve your tax liability won’thold 
up in court. 

Don’t get ripped off by paying $5,000-$7,000 for 
advice on becoming a tax dodger. Ithas never worked 
and it never will.

At Echo Township #5, our old Pleasant Valley 
School, Christmas was not forgotten either. 

During the first week in December, three or four 
large eighth-graders left the school with an ax and saw 
to look for a suitable Christmas tree. They usually 
came back around closing time, dragging a 10 or 15- 
foot tree of very nice proportions. 

There was a section or two of cut over land up the 
Intermediate River that had thousands of trees to 
chose from. In fact, Dad, Uncle Harrison, and the 
Spence Boys rented a couple of box cars and packed 
them with trees for shipment to the city. Of course, 
arrangements were made with the East Jordan Lum- 
ber Company for the tree cutting. 

On the following day, the eighth-graders brought 
up the heavy tree base from the basement. Some time 
in the past, a large dome-shaped knot or gall had been 
sawed from a pine tree. It was about three feet in 
diameter at the base and with a suitable hole in the top, 
and with its natural bark covering, it made a beautiful 
and safe base for the tree. 

The teacher and children spent noon hours and 
recesses decorating the tree with tinsel, strung pop 
comand other suitable items. Colored red and blue tin 
dishes about three inches in diameter, with clips 
attached were fastened to the tree and candles were 
inserted. Because of fire hazard, they were placed 
with no branches directly above. A couple of buckets 
of water were kept near. You might call them rustic 
fire extinguishers. 

The finer things were not forgotten. Lizzie Bams, 
two grades ahead of me, played the organ for the 
singing sessions we held each week. Time was spent 
learning poems and practicing skits for the Christmas 
program. Names were drawn for the exchange of 
presents. One year my cousin Irma recited the poem, 
‘What little girls are made of.” Irma said little boys 
were made of snakes and snails and puppy dog tails. 
I seem to remember thatlittle girls were made of sugar 
and spice, and everything nice. 

Yes, I don’t think you can ever recapture the Christ- 
mas Spirit and joy we experienced in that Pleasant

Gee moved to table the resolution until the Dec. 21 
meeting for the purpose of reconsideration of the 
actual boundaries outlined for the DDA. 

Council agreed and the meeting adjourned. 

“I was stunned that there was this much animosity 
against a DDA,” said attomey Richard Joseph, owner 
of the Walker building on Water Street. “I’m 110 


percent forit even though it will raise my own taxes.” 
Joseph has been involved with the Charlevoix DDA 


and calls the city a good example of the accomplish- . 


ments of a DDA. 

“The fact of the matter,” said Joseph, “‘is the heart 
of any community is its downtown.” 

If the DDA is adopted, a nine-member board, in- 
cluding the mayor, will be appointed by council. All 
members must have a direct financial interest in the 
district. 

Members will be chosen from both the west side 
and downtown area of East Jordan. 


The board will have to present all plans to the city 
council for final approval. This includes a plan for 
financing the district. 


According to the ordinance, the district will have 
four options for funding: a personal property tax, 
increment financing which captures new taxable 
growth and improvements, a levy of up to two mills, 
or by selling bonds.
